In a Confederate. War it ought to be con- 
fidered, wfaidi Party has the deepeft fhare in 
the Quaicol : Bor though each may have their 
panicular Reafoos, yet one or two among 
them will probably be more concerned than 
the reft, and therclore ought to bear the great-,, 
eftpart of the Burthen, m proportion to their 
Strength. For Example : Two Princes may 
be Competitors for a Kingdom,, and it will be 
your Inteceft to take the Paj-t of Him, who will 
probably allow you good Conditions of Trade, 
rather th^ of the other, who poHibly may 
not.i .However, that Prince whofcCaule'you, 
efpouiey/xhoogh never fo vigoroufly, is the. 
Principal in that War, and You, properly^ 
ipeaking^ are but a Second.

AndiripeadofgifViftgSja 
tisfdltktt in theft Points, his putting dn Indivmty 
And A^ont on Her Majejij/ and KjngdcfmSy hy Dt- 
eUring the Pretended Prince o/Wales /C* t>f Eng- 
land, &t. which laft was the only perfonal Quar- 
rel we had in the Waf ; and even This was 
pofitively denied by France, That King being 
then wilting to Acknotvle^ge Her Ma-jefty. 

I think it plainly appears; by both Declara- 
tions,- that England ought no more to have 
been a Principal in this ■ War, than Pri^a, or 
a!ny other Power, who came afeenVards into 
that Alliance. Holland was firft in. the Dan- 
ger, the FrfKci Troops beii;g at th^ttimejull 
at the Gates of Nitnegieent But the Com- 
plaints made in our Declaration, do all; ex-( 
ceptthelaft, as much ot- mtore concern almoft 
every Prince in Ettrope. 

For, among the ftveral Parties who cama 
firft or laft into this Confederacy, there wer6 
few but who, In proportion, had more to gee 
or to lofe, to hope or to fear, from the good 
or ill Suecefs of this War, than 'We. ■ The 
Vtttch took op Arms to defend themfetves 
from immediate Ruin; and by a fnccefsfiil 
War, they pfOpofed to hare a larger Extent 
of Coaitw, and « betttir Frontier againft 
Ruiie. TM Ernpii-w hwped t6 recover thb 
Monarchy of S^ain^ w'ftune part' b#- it, fcr 
his ymmgerSon, chiefly at the Expeiiceof Os 
and Holtaml. The King, of P(Wt<igii'h!lrt: HS 
eeived Iwell^nCa, that -Pi'ilif defiglied to' ti-i

ftew the oW iP^etenfibiis of Spai/i vi-doxi that 
Kingdolii, which is' fuiioimded' by the other 
on all fides, except towards the Sea, and could 
thweibre only be defended by M^ririffje-Powefs. 
This,' with the advantageous Terite offered by 
Kin% Charhff as well as oy Us, prevailed with 
that Prince to tihter 'into; the Aljiance. The 
Duke of ^avoy^s Temptations and Fears were 
yet greater : The main Charge of the War On 
that fidci was to be iuppUed by EnglMd, and 
the Profit to redound to him. In aS^ Milm 
fhould be Conquered, it was ftipulated that his 
Roya! Highnefs (hould have the Dutdiy of 
Montferrdt, belonging to the Duke o^Mantua^ 
the provinces oiMeitaMrUy and Vdemiaj and 
LomlUaoy with Oth^r Lands between the Po 
and the TAnarOy together with thfVheveadfeoy 
or In lieu of it, an Equivalent out Of the Pro- 
vince Q^ NovarOf adjdiphig to his own State; 
befide whatever . elfe ' could be taken from 
FrAHce on that fide by the Confederate Forces. 
Then, he was in terrjbleAppreJleniions of be- 
ing fiirrbunded by Frame, who had & many 
Troops in the MiUhefe, and might have caiily 
fwaillowcd up his whole DUtchy. ' 

The reft of the Allies came in purely for Sub- 
fides, whereof they funk confiderable Sams in* 
to tiieir own Coffers, and refufed to fend their 
Contingent to the £jwf eror,allcdging their Troc^ 
vere already h\,xcA%j EngUnd znd HoSainL 
■■_ Some time dter the D. of Jnjoa^s fuccecd- 
Ing to the Monarchy of iSpi«>^ inbreach of the 
'Partem Treaty, wc (^nsinoahttfc 'ui.^ngiiaid, 
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utrasj Wiiether the Peace Ihouli be continued, 
or a new War begun. Thofe who were. for 
the formery aUedged tlie Debts and DiSicuI- 
ties .we laboured under; that both .We and 
ths Dutch had already Acknowledged P^'l^f- 
for King of 5/«/i» ; that the Inclinatiohsi of 
the Sfaffiards to the Hf^ik x^ Jafiria y and 
their Averfion ka: that qS'^fyurl/offy were not 
fo furely.to be reckoned upon, as fame would 

freteid ; tliat We rightly thought it a piece of 
lifolencej.as well as Ii;iju^icE, in the Frenchy to 
offer putting "a King_.upon Us ; and tht Spa- 
nkrtis would conceive, - we had as little Kealbn 
to force p'ie.uppn Themi That it was true, 
tlie Nature and Genius of thofe two People dif- 
fered very much, and :[s..wouId probably con- 
tinue to do,', as well under a King of Frmth 
Blood, as one of- Aitjlrian ;■ but, if we 
fhould engage In a War for Dethroning the 
p. of Anjoiiy we Oiould certainly et&£l what, 
by tlic Progrefs and Operations of it, we en- 
deavoured to prevent, I roean an Union of 
intere^ and Affeaions between the two, Ka- 
tior^\.,Vpj x^&S^Anhrds muft of necdEty call 
in lrif»e/y"Tro6(M to.; their, Aflillance,: This' 
would 'introduce FremU Cownfellors into King 
jPA/^igTvCourt; and ijhis, by degrees, 'would 
haWuaterand .reconcile the two Nation^ :

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iht9 meam beoune Mafters of ttoc Treafiireif 
ia t\i<: SMfiiJb Wefi^Indies: That, In the laft' 
.War, whea Sfain^ Col<^ne^ ajid Bavaria ■^terd 
■in our Alliance, and by a modeft Computa- 
tion brought Sixty ttouland Men into the 
Fieid agamft tlie ' Common Enemy; -^heri 
FUnderSj the Seat of War, was on our fide; 
and his Majefty, a Prince of great Valour ana 
Gonjduft, at the Head of the whole C'^nfede-', 
rate Army ; yet we had no Reafon to bdaft of 
0UF Succefs I HoM'.thjn fhould we be dbte tcf 
oppofe fnace with thofe Powers againiV us^ 
wlucb Would carry Sixty tlioufand Men fronj 
lis to the Epcmy, and fo make us, upon %hk 
Balance, weaker by One hundred and twenty 
thoufend Men, at the beginning of this War^ 
than of tliat in the Year i68S ? 

On the other fide, thdfe whofeOplniofi,. or 
fcm^ private Motives, inclined tliem to givd 
. their Advice for entring into a new War, al- 
ledged how dangerous it wouki be for Englaftd^ 
that Philii) fhould be King o(. Spain ; that w^ 
eould harfe no Security for our Trade, while 
that Kingdom was fub)eft to a Prince of tlie 
Bourbon Family ; nor any hopes of preferving 
the Balance of £«r(?/'f J becaufetheGrandfether 
would, in cfteO:, be King, while his Grand- 
fon ))ad but the Title, a:nd thereby have i 
better ©pportxinity than ever of purfuinghi^ 
Pefign for Univerfal Monarchy; Thefe and! 
the like Arguments prevailed ; and fo, witlj- 
our offering at any otlier Remoiy, withoac 
taking tigic to cpnfider tlie Conjcoiienee?, oi: 
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to refleft on our own Condition, we- haftilf 
eimaged in a War which hath coft us fixty 
Millions; and after repeated, aswellasunex- 
pe£led Succefs in Arms, hath put us and our 
Pofterity in a worfe Condition, not only than 
any of our Allies, but even our contjdered 
Enemies themfelves. 

The part we have afted in the Conduft of 
this whole War, with reference to our Allies 
abroad, and to a prevailing Faftion at home, 
is what I fliall new particularly examin ; 
where I prefume it will appear, by plain Mat- 
ters of Faft, that no Nation was ever ib long 
or fo fcandalouflf abufed by the Folly, tlie Te- 
merity, the Corruption, the Ambition of its 
domeftick Enemies ; or treated with fo much 
^nfblence, Injurtice and Ingratitude by its fo- 
reign Friends. 

'I'his will be manifcft by proving the Tliree 
following Points. 

Firfiy That againft all manner of Prudence 
or commoa Reafon, we engaged in this War 
as Principals, when we ought to liave afted 
ortly as Auxiliaries. 

:Secondljy That we fpent all our Vigour in 

fmrfuing that Part of tlie War which could 
faft aniwer the End we propofed by begin- 
ning of it; and made ijo Efforts at all where we 
could have moft weakned the Common Enemy, 
and at the fame time enriched" our Selves. 
: Lafttj, That we fufFered each of our Allies 
to break every Article in thofc Treaties^ and 
s : ' . I - Agrec- 
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Agreemeiitsaby which riiey were' bonod, and 
to lay the Burthen upon us. 

Upon the firft of thefc Points, That we 
ought -to luve entered into this War only as 
Auxiliaries. Let any Man refleft upon our 
Condition at that time : Juft come out of the 
moft tedious, cxpenfive and unfuccefeful War 
that ever England had been engaged in ; fink* 
. ing under heavy Debts, of a Nature and De- 
gree never heard of by Us or Our AnceiVors ; 
the Bulk of the Gentry and People heartily ti- 
red of the War, and glad <jf a Peace, though 
it brought no other Advantage but it felf: No 
fuddeh Profpeft of leffening our Taxes, which 
were grown as ncceflary to pay^ our Debts, as 
to raiie Armies : A fort of aj-tificial Wealth erf" 
Funds and Stocks in the Hands of thofe who 
for Ten Years before had been plundering the 
Publick ; Many Corruptions in every Branch 
of our Government, tliat needed Reformation. 
Under thefe Difficulties, from which Twenty 
Years Peace, and the wifcft Management, 
Could liardly recover us , we declare War 
againft France, fortiiied by the Acceijion and 
Alliance of thofe Powers I menticmed before, 
and wliicli, in tlie former War, had been Par- 
ties in our Confederacy. It is very obvious 
what a Cliange muft be made in the Balance^ 
by fuch Weights taken out of Our Scale anti 
put into Theirs; linceitwas manifeft by. Ten 
Years Experience, tliat France without thofe 
Additions of Strengtli, was able to maintaift 
jc ftlf agfiioil us. So that Human Probability 
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fan :with jn Jglity odds on the other fide ; and 
in tliat cafe, nothing under the moft extren^e 
Ncceffjty Ihould force any State to engage in 
a. War. "We had already acknowledged Philip 
fof King oi' Spitff); neither does the Queen's 
Declaration of "War take notice of the Duke of 
.4»iou's Succeffion to that I^onarchy, as i Siib- 
ie£t of Quarrel ; but the French King's govern-i 
iog it as if it were his own v Ms feizing Cadh^ 
Mtian^ and' the Spamfi Lorv Coafitriesy with the 
Indignity of Proclaiming the Pretender. In 
all which we'chargetliat Prince with ndtliing 
diveftly relating to us, excepting the laft: And 
this, although indeed a great Affront, might ' 
Jiave eafily beeti redreffed without a War; fop 
the French Court declared they did not ackn6\V- 
ledge the Frttend^r., but bnly , gave him the 
Title of /C;»?, ■alu:h ^yas allowed to Avgufim 
by his Enemy of A'tfff^e^, who had driven nim 
but ofPolmdj and forced tiim tp acknowledge 

' 'Tis true indeed, tlie Danger of thcDa?c^, 
fey fo ill a Neighbourhood in FUnders, might 
ktfeft us very piuth in the Confcquences of it ; 
and the Lots of Spain to the Houfe of.JuJlfia, 
if it iliould be governed by frfwci^ Influence, 
and French Poljtjclj^, might, intii^^e, be very 
toernicious to our Trade. It would therefore 
'lave' been prudent, as well as generous and 
thiritable, tb Jielp our Neighbour;, and fo 
We might have done without injuring Our 
lelves ': For bv an old Treaty Vifidi FioHa^d^ 
We ^efe bdunii to aflift that- Republick with 
■ ' ' Tea 



Ten thoafandMen, whenever, they were at- 
tacked by the French ; whole Troops, upon the 
Kingof 5/?ii;Vs Death, taking PoJleflion of 
flaffdersj in right of Philip, and fecuring the 
Dutch Garrifons 'tiU they would aqknowledge 
Him, tlic States-General, by Mcn^orials from 
their Envoy herc^ demanded only the Ten 
thoufand Men, we were obliged to give them 
by virtue of that Treaty. And I make no 
doubt but Holland would have exerted. tliem- 
ielves fo vigoroufly, as to be able^ with that 
Afliftance alone, to defend their Frontiers : 
Or, if they had been forced to a Peace, the 
Sp4ftiards\, who abhor difmembring their Mo- 
narchy, would never have fuffered the French 
to poffels themfclves of FUnders, . At that 
time they had none of tliofe Endearments to 
cachother which this War hath created; and 
whatever Hatred and- Jealoufie were najural 
between the two Nations, would tlien have 
appeared. So that there was 'no fort of ne- 
ceffity for Us to proceed further, although We 
had been in a better Condition; But our Poli- 
ticians at that time had other Views, and a new 
War muft be undertaken, upon the Advice of 
thofe, who with their Partifans and Adherents, 
were to be the fole Gainers by it. A Grand 
Alliance was therefore made between the Em- 
peror, EnqUnd^ and the States-Gener4 ; by 
which, if the Injuries complained o^^romFranee I 
were not remedied intwoMonths; the Parties f 
concerned were obliged mutually to aflift each f 
othev with their vphole Strength. 
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Tlws We became PrincipEiI .in .a "War, . ^i 
Coninriaion yith two Allies, whofe fbarc 'in 
the Cijiarrel was, beyond all Proportion, greater 
than Ours, However, I c^n fee no Reaibn 
frcMn the Words of the Grand Alliance, by 
which we were obliged to make thofc prodi- 
gious Expences we ihave fince been at.. By 
what I have always heard and read, I take 
the whole Strength of the Nation^ as underftood 
in that Treaty, to be theufmdt tliat a Prince 
can raife Annually from his Subjefts ; if he be 
forced to Mortgage and Borrow, whether at 
Home or Abroad, it is not, properly fpeaking, 
his own Strength, or that of the Nation, but the 
entire SuMtance of particular Perfons, whidi 
not being able to raife out of the annual In- 
come of hi? Kingdom, betakes upon Security, 
Hnd can only pay the Intereft ; and by this 
Method one I^t of the Nation is pawned to 
thefither, v(\th. hardly ^ Poflibility left of being 
c\'er redeemed. 

Sutely it would haye been enough for us to 
have fulpended the Payment of our Debts con- 
tracted in the former "War, to have continued 
. our L?iid and Malt Tax, witli thofe others 
■which h^ve fince been mortgaged : Thefe, 
with fomc Additions, would liave made up 
fuch a Sum, as, ■Uj'ith prudent JVUina^ment, 
might, I fuppofc, have maintained an Hun- 
dred thoufand Men by Sea and Land ; a rea- 
fonable Quota in all conference for that Ally, 
\ybo appreiiended l^ft Danger, and cxpeSed 
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Icaft Advantage. Nor can we Imagine that 
either of the Confederates, ■when the War be- 
gun, would have been fo iffireafonable, as to 
refiife joyning with us upon fuch a Foot, and 
expeft tliat we ftiould every Year go be- 
tween .three and four Millions in Debt (which 
hath been our- Cafe) becaufe the French could 
hardly have contrived any Offers of a Peace lb 
ruinous to us as fuch a War, Pofterity will be 
at a lofs to conceive what kind of Spirit could 
poffefs their Anceftors, who after ten Years 
Suffering, by the unexampled Politicks of a 
Nation, maintaining a War by annually Pawn- 
mg it felf ; and during a fhOrt Peace, while 
they were looking bacK with Horrour on the 
heavy Load of Debts they had contrafted; 
univerfally condemning thofe pernicious Coiin- 
fels which had occafioned them ; rackiog their 
Invention for fome Remedies or Expedients 
to mend their Ihattered Condition : That thefe 
very People, without giving tliemfelves time 
to breath, l^ould again enter into a more dan- 
gerous, chargeable, and extenfivc War, for 
the fame, or perhaps a greater Period of Time, 
and without any apparent Neceflity. It is 
obvious in a private Fortune, that whoever 
annually runs out, and continues the £ime Ex- 
pences, muft every Year mortgage a greater 
Quantity of Land than he did before; and as 
the Debt doubles and trebles upon him, fo 
doth his Inability to pay it. ■ By the lame Pro- 
portion we have fuffered twice as much i by 
this laft ten Years W^r, as we did by the for- 



mer; and if it were poflible to continue it five 
Years longer at the feme rate, it would be as 
great a Burthen as the whole Twenty. TJiis 
Computation, fo ealy and trivial as it is almoft 
a fharae to mention, Poftcrity will think tliat 
thofe who firft advifed the War, had either not 
the Senfe or the Honefty fo confider. 

Andas we have wafed our Strength and vi- 
tal Subftance in this profufe manner, fo we Iiave 
fharaefuUy mifepplied it to Ends at leaft very 
different from thofe for which we undertook 
the War, and often to efFefl others which after 
a Peace we may fcverely repent. This is the fe- 
cond Article I propoied to examine. 

WE have now for Ten Years together tur- 
ned the whde Force and Expeace of the War, 
where the Enemy was heft able to hold us at 
a Bay ; wliere we could propofe no manner of 
Advantage to our felves ; where it was high- 
ly impolitick to enlarge our Conquefts ; utterr 
ly neglefting that Part which would have &- 
ved and gained us many Millions, which the 
perpetual Maxims of our Government teach us 
to purfue ; wliioh would have Iboneft weaken* 
ed tlie Enemy, and muft either have promo- 
ted a fpeedy Peace, or enabled us. to go on with 
the War.' .- 

Thofe who are fond of continuing the War 
cry up our conftant Succefs at a moft prodigi- 
ous rate, and reckon it. infinitely greater tlian 
in all human Probability we liad ^afpn .to 
hope. Ten glorious Compaigns ar^ paflcd, 

and 
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and now at lafc, like die fick Man, wc arp 
)uft expiring with all forts of good Symptoms. 
Did the Advifers of tills War luppofe it would 
continue Ten Years,' without expefting tlie 
SuccelTes we have had ; and yet at the fame 
time determine, that Frattce muft be reduced,, 
and Sfain fubdued, by employing our whole 
Strength upon FUnderf ? Did they believe the 
laft War left us in a Condition to furniih fucli 
vaft Supplies for fo long a Period, without in- 
volving Us and our Pofterity in unextricable 
Debts? If after fuch Miraculous DoiagSy we 
aie not yet in a Condition rf brifiging France 
to our Terms, nor can teU when we fhall be 
fo, though we fliould proceed without any 
Reverie of Fortune ; What could we look for 
in the ordinary courle of Things, but a, Bari- 
ders War of at ieaft Twenty Years longer ? 
Do they indeed think a Town taken for the 
Dutchy is a fuflicient Recompencc to us for fix 
Millions of Money ? which is of .fo little Con- 
fequence to the determining the War, that 
the French may yet hold out a dozen Years 
more, and afford a Town every Campaign at 
the fame Price. 

I lay not this, by any means, to detrad 
from the Army or its Leaders. Geatting into 
the Enemy's Lmes, palling Rivers, and taking 
■j'owns, may be Aftions attended with many 

t'lorjous Circ^mftances : But when all this 
rings no real folid Advantage to us, when \t 
hath, no other End than to enlarge the Ter- 
ritories of tlie D«/i;j&, and encreafc the Fajne' 

and 
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anti Wealth of our Gemrsl^. I conclude, how- 
ever h comes about, that Things are not as 
they flwiild be; and that furely our Forces 
jcmf Money ntight be better employed, both 
■ towards reducing our EneiWy, and working 
«rur fome Benefit to Our felves. But the Cafe 
» ftill' much harder, We are ■ dteftroyri^ ma- 
lay thoufand- Lives,, cxhaufting all our Sub- 
ftance, not for our own Interefr, wliich \roul J 
Ijc^ but common Prudence ; not for a Thing, 
indifferent, which woufld be flifficient Folly^ 
but perhaps to our own Deftrudion, which 
B perfeft Madnels. We may live to feel the 
Kfte£ts of our Valour more fenfibty than all 
tfie Contequences we imagine from the Do- 
minions' or S^ain in tlie DuUe of Anjou. We 
&av& Conquered a noble Territory for the 
Stsfer, tliat will maintain fuSicient Troops to 
Defend it fdf, feed many hundred thoufand 
Inhabitants, where all Encouragement will be 
^ven to introduce and improve Manufactures^ 
whfch was the only Advantage they wanted ; 
scmf wiiich, added to their Skilt, Inauflry and 
J^rfimony, w'lW enable tliem to underfell us in 
eveiy Market of the World. 

Qur Supply of Forty rhoufand Men, accor- 
ding to the firft Stipulation, added to the 
Quota*s of the Empenx and HolUnd^ which 
iftey were obliged to fin-nifh, would have 
snade an Arm^y of near Two hundred' thou- 
fend*, exclufive of Garrifons \ enough to with- 
fend all the Power that trance could bring a- 
g^fnft it i and we might hare emptoyed tlie_ 
reft" 
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feftmuch better, both for die comnioa Caiolc 
and our own Advantage. 

The War in Spain muft be imputed to tlic 
Credulity of our Miniftcrs, who fufferpd themh 
felves to be perCiaded by the Imperial Court, 
Aat die SfimUrds were fo violently affeO^J 
to the Houfe of Auftria, as upon the firft Ap- 
pearance there, wim a few Troops under the 
Archduke, the whole Kindom would inune- 
diately revolt. This we tri^d, and found die 
Emperffl- to have deceived either Us or Him- 
felf: Yet there we drove on the War at a pro- 
digious Difadvantage , with great E^pence; 
And by a moft corrupt Management,'" the on- 
ly General, who by a Courfe of Conduft and 
Fortune almoft miraculous, had nearly put us 
into Poffeflion of tlie Kingdom, was left whol- 
ly unfupported, expofed to tJie Envy of his 
Rivals , djfappointed by die Caprices of a 
young unexperienced Prince, under the Gui- 
dance of a rapacious German Miniftry, and 
at laft called Iiome in Difcontent : By which 
our Armies, both in S^ain and Portugalj were 
made a Sacrifice to Avarice, Ill-condu£t, or 
Treachery. 

In common Prudence , we fhoald eitho- 
have pulhed diat War with the utmoft Vigor, 
in fo fortunate a Junfture, efpecially fince the 
gaining that Kingdom was the great Point for 
whicli we pretended to continue the War, or 
atleaft when we had found or made tliatDe- 
fign iniprafticable, we ihould not liave gone 
on in lo expenfive a Management of it ; but 
have kept our Troops ga the Defbnllve inCtf- 
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talonUf and purfiied fome other way more c^ 
feftuai for dillrefling the Comjnon Enemyj 
and advantaging Ourfclves. 

And what a n©ble Field of Honour and 
Profit had we before us, wherein to employ 
the beft of our Strength, which, againft all 
tlie Maxims of Britijh Policy, we fuiFered to 
lie wholly neglected ? I have fometimes won- 
dered' how it came to pafs, that the Style of 
Maritime Powers^ by wliich our Allies, in a 
iovt of contemptuous manner, ufually couple 
us with the Dutchy did never put us in piind 
of the Sea ; and while fome Politicians were 
•thewirfe' us the way to Sp^a by FUndcrs^ 
others by Suvoy or- Naples, tliat the Wefl-lndies 
fhould never, come into their Hands. With 
half the Charge we have been ^t, we might 
have maintained our original Quota of Forty 
thoufand Men in Hmders^ and at the fame 
time, by bur Fleets and Naval Forces, havtf 
& diftrelTed the Spaniards in the North and 
South Seas of Jrnerica, as to prevent any Re- 
ti-rns of Mony from thence, except in our 
own Bottoms. This is what beft became us 
to do as a Maritime Power : This, with any 
gommon-degree of Succets, would foon luve 
compelled Vr.mce to the Necefhties of a Peace, 
end Stdin to acknowledge tlie Archduke. But 
while We, for I'en Years, have been fquan- 
driog away our Mony upon the Continent, 
Frmce Iiath been wifely engrolling all the 
Trade of Pfr«r, going dire£Uy'witlt their Ships 
to Ltmay and ooier' Potts, aiid there receiving 
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iBgots ofGold and Silver for ^remh Goods of 
little Value; which, befide the mighty Ad- 
vanuge to their Nation at present, may di- 
vert the Channel of that Trade for the future, 
fo beneficial to us, who ufed to receive annu- 
ally fuch vaft Sums at CaMz-^ for our Goods 
fcnt thence to thsSp^mi^WeJi-hdies. All this 
we tamely faw and fuffered, without the leafl: 
Attempt to binder it ; except what was per- 
formed by fome private Men at Brifiol^ who 
inflamed by a true Spirit of Courage and In- ' 
duftry, did, about three Years ago, ^vitli a 
few Veflels, fitted out at their own Cliarge^ 
make a raoft ■ fuCcefsful Voyage into thofe 
Parts, tooke one of the Jquapalco Ships, very 
narrowly mift of the other, and are lately re- 
turned laden with unenvied Wealth ; to ihew, 
us what might have been done with the like 
Management, by a publick Undertaking. At 
leaft we mkht caiily have prevented thofe gfeat 
Returns of^Mony to France and Sp^Mj though,, 
we could not have taken it our felves. And if 
it be true, as the Advocates for War would have 
it, that tht French are nov fo impoverilhed ; in 
what Condition muft they have been, if tliat' 
Iffue of Wealth had been flopped ? 

But great Events often turn upon very 
fraall Circumftances. It was the Kingdom s 
Misfortune, that the Sea w^ not the l>uke of 
Marlhoroughh Element, other wife the whole 
Force of the War would infeUibly have been 
beftqwed there, infinkely to the Advantage of 
his Country, which would then h^ve gon? 

fiand 
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hand in liand with his own. But it is Very 
truly objcfted, Tliat if we alone liad made' 
filch an Attempt as this, HoRiad would have 
been Jealous ; or if we had done it in Conjun- 
aion with HoUandj the Houfe ofJuffria would 
have been difcontented. This hath been the 
Style of Iat6 Years J which whoever introduced 
among us, tliey have taught Our Allies to 
ipeak after tliem. Other wife it could hardly 
enter into any Imaginatiop^ dut while we are 
Confederates in a War, With thofe who are to 
have the NVhole Profit, and who leave adou- 
ble rtiare of the Burtlien upon Us, we dafe 
not think of any Defien, though againll the 
Common Enemy, wliere there is the leaft 
Profpeft of doing Good to our own Country, 
for rear of giving Umbrage and Ofifence to 
our Allies ; while we are ruining our fclves to 
Conquer Provinces and Kirlgdoms for Them. 
I therefore confefs with Shame, tliat this Ob- 
)eftion is true : For it is very well known, 
that while the Defign of Mr. HiU*s EMediti-. 
On rdnained i Secret, it was fufpefted in 
Hoffdad and Germany to be intended againft 
Peru-, whereupon the Dutch made every 
where tlieir Publick Complaints, and the Mi^ 
nifters at Fieijnii talked of it as an Infolence m 

the Qu to sttempt fach an Vndertaking ; 

which, however "it has failed, partly by the 
Accidents of a Storm, and rarjl^by theStub- 
bornncfs or Treachery of fojne in tliAt Colo- 
ay, for wliofe Relief, and at whole Entreaty 
it was^ttfome mcafiire" defigncd, is no Obje- 

dioa 
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«ion at all to an Enterprize fo Veil codcerted, 
and with fuch feir Probability of Succefs. 

It was fomething fingular that the StAtes 
fhould exprefs their Uneafinefs, when they 
thought we intended to make fome Attempt 
in the Spamjb Wefl-lndies ; becaufe it is agreed 
between us, that whatever is Qonauered there, 
by Us or Them, fhall belong to tne Conquer- 
or : Which is the only Artide that I can call 
to mind, in all our Treaties or Stipulations, 
with any view of Intereft to this Kingdom ; 
and for that very Reafon, I fuppofe, among 
others, hath been altc^ether neglefted. Let 
thofe who think this too fevere a Refleflion, ex- 
amift the whole Management of theprefentWar 
by Sea and Land with all our Aniances,Treaties, 
Stipulations, and Conventions, and confider, 
whether the whole doesnotlook as if fomepartj- 
cular Care and Induftry had been ul^, to. 
prevent any Benefit or Advantage that might 
poffibly accrue to BrifaiH. 

This kind of Treatment frOtn our two Prin- 
cipal Allies, hath taught the fame Dialed Co 
all the reft ; fo that there is hardly a petty 
Prince, whom we half maintain by Subfidies 
and Penfions, who is not ready, upon every 
Occafion, to threaten Us, that He will recal 
His Troops (though they mull rob or ftarve 
at home) if werefufe to comply with Him in / 
any I^mand, however fo unreafonable. 

UPON the Third Head I fhall produce 

ibme Inftaoce& to ibew how tamely we have 

C iuffered 
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fuffered each of our Allies to infritige every 
Article in thofe Treaties and Stipulations by 
which they were bound, and to k-y* the Load 
upon Us. 

But before I enter upon this, which is a 
large Subje^l, I JhaJl take leave to ofier a few 
Remarks on certain Articles in three of our 
Treaties ; which may let us perceive, how 
much thofc Minifters valued or unde'rftood 
the true Intereft, Safety, or Honour of their 
Country. 

We have made two Alliances widi Portugal^ 
an OiFeiJlve and Defenfive : The firft is to 
remain in force only durins the prefent War ; 
the fecond to be Perpetual. In the OfFenfive 
Alliance, the Emperor, England^ and t^Uand 
are Parties with Portugd; in the Defenfive 
only We and the States. 

Upon the firft Article of the Offcnfive Al- 
liance it is to be obferved, that although the 
Grand Alliance,' as \ liave already faid, al- 
lows EmU>id and Ho/U/td to poflefe for their 
own, w-hatever each of them iball Ccmquer in 
the Sfsnijb Wefi -Indies ; yet here we are quite 
cutout, by confenting, that the ArchrDuke 
jliall poffefs the Dominions of Spain^ in as full 
a manner as their, late King Charges, And 
wliat is more remarkable, we broke this very- 
Article in fe-vour of Fortugdy by iiiblequent 
Stipulations; where we agree, 'that King 
Charles fliall deliver up Efiremadura, PtgOj ana 
fome other Places to tiic Portugmfty as foon as 
■ we can Copquer^tIjemfrom.the Enemy. T-hey 

,who 
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- Who were guilty of fo much FoUy and Coh- 
tradition, know beft whether it proceeded 
irom Corruption of Stupidity^ 

By two other Artkles (befide tlie Honour 
of being Convoys an(J Guards in ordinary to 

- the Eorfagaefe Ships and Coafts) we are to 
guefe the Enemies Thoughts, and to take the 
King of Portt^aPs Word, whenever he has z 
Fancy that he ihall be invaded : We alio are 
to fumifh him with a Strength fuperior to 
what the Enemy intends to invade any of his 
Dominions with, Jet that be what it will : 
And, 'till we know what the Eneipy's Forces 
arc, His Portueuefe Majefty is fole Judge what 
Strength is luperior, and what will oe able 
to prevent an Invafion ; and may iend our 

■ Fleets, whenever he pleafes, upon his Errands, 
to fome of the furthelt Parts of the World, 
or keep them attending upon his own Coafts 
till he thinks fit to difmifs them. Thefe Fleets 
• muft likewife be fubjeft, in all things, not on- 
ly to the King, but to his Viceroys, Admi- 
rals ind Governours, in any of hisforeign Do- 
minions, when he is in a Humour to appre- 
hend an Invafion; which, I believe, is an In- 
dignity that was never oftered beft)r^ except 
to a Conquered Nation. 

In the Defenfive Alliance with that Crown, 
which is to remain perpetual, and where only 
'Englxni and BolUnA are Parties with them^ 
the fame Care, in almoft the fame Words, is 
taken fiff our Fleet to attend their Coafts and 
foreign Uomtmons, and to be Under the fame 
C a Obe< 



Obedience We and the Statei are like- 
wife to fumilh them with twelve Thou&nd 
Men at our own Charge, which we arectm- 
ftantly td recruit, and thefe are to be fubjeft 
to the Partm^eft Generak< 

In the Ofrenfive Alliance we took no care 
of having the Afliftanceof f*orr«g^ji/, whenever 
we (hould be invaded : But in this, it feems, 
we were wifer ; for tlut King is obliged to 
make War on Fnme or Spai»j whenever wc 
or HffSmd are invaded by either ; but before 
this, we are to fupply them with the iame 
Forces, both by Sea and Land^ as if he were 
invaded himfelf: And this muft needs be a 
very prudent and ikfe Courfc fora Maritime 
Power to take upon a fudden Invalion ; by 
which, inftead of making ufe of our iPlects 
and Armies for our own Defbice, we muft 
fend them abroad for the Defence of Por/i;g«/. 

By the Thirteenth Article we are told, 
wlut this Affiftance is which the Portagueze are 
to give us, and upon what Conditions. They 
are to furnifh Ten Men of War ; and when 
Esddnd or HoUund Ihall be invaded by Frjuee 
and Spain together, or by Spain alone ; in ei- 
ther of thefe Cafes, tliofe Ten Portagneze Men 
of War are to ferve only upon their own Coafts ; 
, where, no doubt, they will be of mighty Ufe 
..to their Allies, and Terror to the Enemy. 
How the Dutch were drawn to have a Part 
in either of thefe two Alliances, is not very 
raatetiai to enquire, fince they have been io 
wile as never to obferve them)aor,I fu^Kfe, 
- ■ ' ever 
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ever intended it, but refolved, as they have 
fince done, to fhift the Load upon us. 

Let any Man read thefe two Treaties from 
the beginning to the end, he will imagine, 
that the King of Portugal and his Minifters 
fit down and made them by themfelves, and 
then fcnt them to their Allies to Sign ; the 
whole Spirit and Tenor of them, quite thro', 
running only upon this Angle Point, What 
We ana Hollund are to do Am- Portugal, with- 
out any mention of an Equivalent, except 
thofe Ten Ships, which at tiie time when we 
have greateft need of theirAfliftance, are ob- 
liged to attend upon their own Coafts. 

The Barrier-Treaty between Great Britain 
and HoSandy was conduded at tlie Hague on 
th& 29th of OffohfTf in the Year 1 yog. In this 
Treaty, neidier Her Majefty, nor Her King- 
doms, liave any Intereft or Concern, farther 
than what is mentioned in the Second and die 
Twentieth Articles : By the former, the States 
are to affift the Queen in Defending the Aft of 
Succeflioni and by the other, not to Treat of a 
Peace 'till France acknowledges tlie Qpeen and 
the Succeflion o£ Hanover, and pr(»niles to re- 
move the Pretender out (x hii Ek)minions. 

As to the fifft of thefe, It is certainly for 
the Safety and Intereft of the States-General, 
that the Protefhint Succeflion fhould be pre- 
ferved in England ; becaufe fuch a Popifh 
Prince as we apprehend, would infallibly join 
with France in the Ruin of that Republick. 
And the Dttteh are as much bound to fuf^port 

C 3 our 
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ouv Succeffion, as they are tied to afly Ban 
of a Treaty of League Offenfive and D^hi- 
five, againft a Common Enemy, without any 
feparata Benefit upon that Codnderation. Ho* 
Majefty is in the full peaceable Poffeflion of 
Her Kingdoms, and of die Hearts of Her 
•People; among whom, liardly one in fiveiiun- 
dred are in tht PrHefider*s Intereft. And 
whether the Affiftance of the Dutehy to pre- 
ferve a Right fo well eftablifhed, be an Equi- 
valent to thofe many urit'eafonable exorbitant 
Articles in the reft of the Treaty,* let the 
■World judge. "What an Impreflion of oiir 
Settlement muft it give Abroad, to foe ourMi- 
niftei's offering fuch Conditions to the Otitcky 
to prevail on tliem to be Guarantees of our 
Aftsof Parlianlent ! Neither perhaps feil right, 
- in point of Policy or gCxxl Senfe, that a. Fo- 
reign Power 0iould be called intoconfirmotir 
Succeflion by way of Guarantee; but only to 
acknowledge it. Othervvife we put it out of 
the Power of our own Legidature to change 
pur Succeflion, witlrout the Confent of that 
Prince or State who is Guarantee; however our 

■ i?ofterity may hereafter, by the Tyranny and 
Oppreffion of any fucceeding Princesibe reduced 
to the fatal Neeeffityof breaking in i^n the 
excellent and happy Settlement now in force. 

Asto the other Avticlej it is a natural Coft- 
fequence that muft attend any Treaty of Peace 
we can make with Fr(M»ce ; being otvtytheAcT 

■ knowledgment of Her Majefty as Queen of 
Her owti -DominipuSj and the Right of Suc- 



cefliOn- by our own Laws, which no Fore^n 
Powef hath aity Pretence to dilpute. 

However, in order to deferve thele mfehty 
Advantages from the States, the reft or tte 
Treaty is wholly taken i^ in dircfting what 
we are to do for them. ' 

By the Grand Alliance, wliich was the 
Foundation: of the iH-efenr War , the Spamjb 
LowrCo^ntrief were to be recovered and deli- 

^vered tp the. King o^ Spain; But by this 
Treaty, that Prince is to poflefs notliing ia 

. FUnders ^during the War : And after a Peac^ 
the States,, are to have the Military Command 

.of about twroty Towns with their Depen- 
dances, and four hundred thouiand Crowns a 
Year from the King of Spain to maintain their 
Garrifons. By which means they will have 
the Command trf all fUftders, from Neirport 
on tlie Sea to Namar on tlie Mdefe, and be 
entirely Maftersofthe Pais de tVaaiy the rkh- 
efl part of thofc Provinces. Furtlier, they 

. luve liberty to Garrifon any Place they fhall 
think, fit in the Spamjb Low-Countries y when- 
ever there is an Aj^earance of War ; and con- 
fcquenriy to put Garrifons into OJtend, or where 
elfe they pleafe, iipon a Rupture witli England. 
By this Treaty likewife, die Dutch will, ia 
effeft, be entire Maimers of all the Low-Coun- 
triesy may impoie Duties, Rellriftions in Com- 
merce , and Prdiibitions at tlieir Pleafure ; 
and ID diat fertile Country may iet up all 
forts of Manufadures, particularly tlie Wod- 
^eo, by inviting the difobli^ Manufa^fturers 
C.4 ij* 
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in Jretoftd, and the Fremh Rdiigees, who are 
fcattered all over Germdny, And as this Ma- 
pufa^urc encreafes abroad, theCIoathing Peo- 
ple of England will be neceflltated, for want 
of Employment, tp follow ; and in few Years, 
by help of the low Intereft of Mony in Hol- 
findj FUfUert may recover that beneficial 
Trade which we got from them : The Land- 
ed Men pf England will tlien be forced to re- 
^ftablifh the Staples of Wool abroad ; and th» 
putchj iijftead of being only the Carriers, will 
pecome tlie original Pofleffors of tliofe Commo- 
dities, with which the greateft Part of the 
Trade of the World is now carried on. And 
as they incre^fe their Trade, it is obvious they 
will enlarge their Strength at Sea, and that 
puis muft leffen in proportion. 

All tije Pprts in FUndfrsaie to be fubjeft 
JO tlie like Duties the Dutch fha:U lay upon 
the Scheldt -which is to be clofed on the fide 
of the Sutes ! Thus all other Nations are, in 
i^ffeQ:, fhut out from Trading with Flanders* 
Yet in the very fame Article it is faid, That 
the States (Jiall tje favoured in all the S^amfif 
"Dominions (t4 mfteh gs Qrest Britain^ or *j the 
people maJf favoured. We Iiave Conquered 
Flanders for tliem, j^d are in a worfe Con- 
flition, as to our Trade tliere, than before tile 
'War began. We liave been the great Sup. 
port of the King of Spainy to whom the Dutch 
have' liardly contribujred any thing at all ; and 
Vf t 'they m. to he equaUy floured with m in JS 
iais t^m'ttions. Of all thjs the Queen is under 
'■■ "■■■ "-.■-■ ^fa?' 
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the unreafonable Obligation of being Guaran- 
tee, and that they flmll poflefs their Barrier, 
an^ their four hundred thoufand Crowns a 
Year, even before a Peace. 

It is to be obferved, Tliat this Treaty was 
only S^noi by one of our Plenipotentiaries : 
And I have been told, That the other was 
heard to lay, He would ratlier lofe his Right- 
hand, than fet ■ it to fuch a Treaty. Had he 
fpoke tliofe Words in due feafon, and loud 
enough to be heard on this fide the Water, 
confiderjtng the Credit he then had at Court, 
he tnigibi: have faved much of his Country's 
Honour, and got as much to hlmfelf : There- 
fore, if the Report be true, I am inclined to 
thinJc He only S a i o it. I have been like- 
wife told, That Ibme very necetfary Circum- 
ftance? '^ere wanting in the Entrance upon 
diis 'T'reaty ; but tlie Minifters here rather 
chofe to facrifice the Honour of the Crown, 
and the Safety of their Country, than not ra- 
tify what one of their Favourites had tranlaffced. 

Ixt me now confider in what manner our 
AUics have obferved tliofe Treaties they made 
witli Us, and the feveral Stipulations and Agree- 
ments purfuant to them. 

By the Grand Alliance between the Em- 
pire, England and HoUmd, we were to affift 
the other two, totir viribusj by Sea and Land. 
By a Convention iubfcquent to this Treaty, 
tHe Proportions whidi the feveral Parties 
ihouid coitfribute 'towards the War , were 
adjufted in'thc following planner. The Em-

-fJist HoUdM fliould break' of alt Tri'df and 
CcMnmcfce with France. _ But this Coriditidn 
was never executed, thzDnich only amiifihg 
■Bs with a fpecioijs Declaration tilt our.SelTion 
©f Parliament was ended; and the following 

■ Year ic'v.-.i^ taken off, by concert between 
^rGeneri)! and the 'States^ without any Rea- 

■foo affigned for the Satiifaftion of the King- 
dom'. The ricxtand fomc enfbing Campaigns, 
furtha' additional Forces' "Were allowed by 
Parliament for the War ia Flinders \ and, ia 
every new' Supply, the D«;c/7 gi-adually leffen- 
cd tiieir Proportions ; thbugh tlie Parliament 
axtdreffed tiie Quetn that the States might be

This 
is at lengUi arriy^^ by iieveral Steps, to fuch a 
Height, that tliereafe atprefent infhe Field, 
not fq many Forces -under the Dukp' of , Af- — ^is 
Command in H/trUers^ z^^riuin alone main- 
tains for that Service, nor nave been for fome 
years i^ft. The Troops we maintain in Hiw- 
<ferf, (as appears by tl^eVotesof theHoufeof 
Commonsfor the Year, 1709.) are Forty tliou- 
fand the original Quota: Ten thouiand the firft 
-Augmentation; three thoufandP(*/<*//»ejj four 
.thpufend fix hundred thirty nine Sixoas\ Both- 
wterh Regiment of e^ht hundred Men ; and a 
. further Augmentation taken tliat Year into the 
Seri'iceof abquttwothoufend; making iri the 
wholeupwards of fixtythoufan4; And it is well 
known, that tlie-Batties pf Hochjift and R<mel- 
lies were fought with ngt above Fifty thoufand 
l^enon^fid^t 

The 
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The Duke oiMnrlboragh having entered the 
Enemies Lines, and taking Bouchsiny ftwined 
the Defign of keeping fb great a Number of 
Troops, and particularly oF Cavalry, in Lipi 
TourriaJ, Doivajfy and the Country between , 
asfhould beableto Imrafs all the Neighbour- 
ing Provinces of Frmce, during the Winter, 
prevent the Enemy from erefting their Maga- - 
zines> and by confequcnce, from Subfifting their 
Forces next Spring, and render it impoflible 
for them to atfembie their Arniy another Year, 
without going back behind the StJiiwr to do it. 
In order to efreft this Projeft, it was neceffary 
to be at an Expence extraordinary of Forage 
for thd TirCwps, of building Stables, finding 
Fire and Candle for the Soldiers, with other 
incident Charges. The Queen reidily agreed 
to furnifh Her Share of the firft Article, that 
of the Forage, which only belonged to Her. 
But tlie StMes infilting,tliat Her Majefty fliould 
likewife OMne into a Proportion of the other 
Artrcles,- which in Juftice belonged totally to 
■them : Slie agreed even to tliat, rather than a 
Defign of this Importance fhould iail. And 
yet we know it hath failed, and that the Dutch 
reflifed their Conlcnt, 'tid the time was paft 
for putting it in Execution, even in the Opi- 
nion of thofe who propofed it. Perhaps a cer- 
tain Article in the Treaties ot Contributions, 
fubmitted to by fuch of the French Dominions 
as pay them to the StMtesj was the principal 
Caufe of defeating this Projeft ; fince One great 
Advantage to have been gained -by it, was, as 

be- 
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before is mentioned^to have hindred the Enemy 
from erefting their Magazines : and one Article 
in thofe Treaties of Contributions is, that the 
Produft of thofe Countries Ihall pafs free and 
unmolefted. So that the Queftion was redu- 
ced to this ihort Iffue , Whether the Dutch 
ihould lofe this paultry Benefit, or the Com- 
mon Caufe an Advantage of fuch mighty Im- 
portance ? 

The Sea being the Element where wc 
might moft probably carry on the WaV with 
any Advantage to our felves, it was agreed 
that we fhoufi bear five Eighths of the Charge 
in that Service, and the Dutch the other three: 
And by the Grand Alliance, whatever we or 
HolUpkShovXd Conquer in the Spanijb fVe/~ 
ladies, was to accrue to the Conquerors. Ic 
might therefore have been hoped, that this 
Maritime JUj of ours, would nave made up 
in their Fieet, what they fell Ihort In their 
Army ; but quite otherwife, they never once 
furnilhed their Quota either of Ships or Men ; 
or if fome few of their Fleet now and then 
appeared, it was no more than appearing, for 
tney immediately feparated to look , to their 
Merchants and protect theirTrade. And. we 
may remember very well when thefe Guaran- 
tees of our Succeffion, after having not one 
Ship for many Months together in the Medi- 
terraneMy fent that part ortheir Qjiota thither, 
and furnifhed nothing to us, at the fame time 
tlut they allarmed us with the Rumour of an 
Invafion. And laft Year , when Sir James 
fVifbarf 
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Jj^t/bart was difpatched into HoSa/td to cxpdflru-' 
late with the Sutesj and td defire they lyould 
make good, their Agreements in Ip im^tanr 
a part of the Service ; he met with fueha Re- 
ception as ill becari^e a Republick to give-, riiat 
lies under fo nwJiy, great Obligations to, us; in 
l^ort, fuch a one, as thofe only deferve, who 
are content to take. ■ / 

It hath iikewife been no fmall Inconvenience 
to us, that the Dutch are always flow in pay- 
ing their Subfidies, by which means the weight 
and preffure of the Payment lies upon the 
Queeni, as well as the Blame, if Her Maiefty 
be not very exafl ; nor will even tliis always 
content our Allies.

I fliail add one Example more, to fliowhoW 
this Punce has treated the Q_ — n, to whom 
he owes" fuch infinite Obligations. Her Mai — y 
. borrowed Two hundred thoufand Pounds froqi 
the Geftoefe, and fent it to Barcelona, for the 
Payment of the5'/'4;»//2> Army : This Mony ^^s 
to be re-coined into the current Species of Ca- 
taloaiaf which by the Allay is lower in Value 
25 I. per Cent.' Tiie Q.~^n expe8:ed, as ihe 

had 
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3iad Reafon, to liave the Benefit of this Re- 
coinage, offering to apply it All to tlie Ufe of the 
War i butK—gC— — J, inftead of confenring 
to this, m^de a Grant of the Coinage to one of 
his Courtiers, ; which.^ut a ftop to the Work z 
And when it was reprefented, that the Army 
would Starve by tjiis Delays his Majeily only 
repiiedi Let them Surve ! and Wfftuld not recai 
his Grant. 

I cannot forbear mentioning here another 
Paflage concerning- Subfidies, to fliew wliat 
Opinion Foreigners liave of our Eafinefe, and 
how much they reckon themfelvcs A^ifters 
of our Mony, whenever theythink fit to call 
for it.,. The Queen was by Agreement topay 
Two hundred thoufand Crowns a Year to the 
VruJJiaii. Troops, tlie States One hundred thou- 
land, and the Emperor only Thirty thoufand, 
for Recruiting, which his Imperial Majefty 
never paid; Prince Euj^ene happening to pafs by 
Berlin.,. t!ie MiniHers, of that Court applied 
themielves to him for Redr«fe. in this Parti- 
cular ;.and his Highnefs very frankly promi- 
fed them, that in Confideration of this Defi- 
ciency, Britain and the States fhould encreafe 
their Subfidies to Seventy thoufand Crowns 
more between tliem, and that tbs Emperor 
ihould be pumSual for the time to come : This 
Was done by that Prince, without any Orders 
or Power whatfoeyer. The Dutch very rea- 
fonably refufed confenting to it ; biit die Pruf- 
fait Minifter, here,' making his ApjJications at 
our- Court, prevailed on us to agree to our 

Pro- 
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Proportion, before we could hear what Rclb- 
lution would be taken in Holland, It is there- 
fore to be hoped, that his Pruffiajt Majefty, at 
the end of this War, will not have the feme 
grievous Caufe of Complaint, which he had at 
the Clofe of the laft ; that his Military-Cheft 
was emptier by Twenty thoufand Crowns, than 
at the time tlmt War began. 

The Emperor, as we have already faid, was 
by Stipulation to furniih. Ninety thouland 
Men againft the Common Enemy, as having 
no Fleets to maintain, and in Right of his 
Family being moft concerned in tne Succefs 
of the War. However, this Agreement hath 
been io ill obfcrved, that from the Beginning 
of the War to this Day, neither of me two 
laft Emperors had ever Twenty thoufand Men, 
on their own Account, in the Common Caufe, 
excepting once in Italy; when the Imperial 
Court exerted it felf in a Point they have 
much more at heart than that of gaining Spain 
or the Indies to their Family. When they* 
had fucceeded in their Attempts on the fide of 
haly^ and obferved our blind Zeal for puih- 
ing on the War at all Adventures, they foon 
found out the moft effeftual Expedient to ex- 
cufe themfelves. Tliey computed cafily, that 
k would coft them lefs to make large Frefents 
to one ft^le Perforty than to pay an Army, 
and turn to as good Account. They thought 
they could not put their Affairs into better 
Hands; and therefore wifely left us to fight 
theic Battles. 
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Befides, It, appeared by feveral Inftances» 
hbw^' little the Emperor regarded his Allies, 
Or the Caiife they were engaged In^ when 
once he thought the Empire it felfwasfccure. 
Tis' known enough, that he might feveral 
Times have rtiade a Peace with his difcon- 
tcnted Subjefts in Hungary^ upon J^erms not 
at an Unbefitting either his Dignity or lute- 
reft; But he rattier chofe to facrifice the 
Whole Alliance to .his private Paflion, by en- 
tirely flibduing and enflaving a miferable Peo- 
ple, who had but too much Provocation to 
take up Arms to free thcmfelves from the Op- 
preffions under which they were groining : 
^Yet this' muft ferve as an Excufe for breaking 
his Agreement, and diverting fo great a Body 
of Troops, which (night have Been etnployed 
againft France, 

Another .InJlance of the Emperor's Indiffe- 
rence , or rather Diflike to the Common 
C»uleof the Allies, is the Bufinefsof Toaloa. 
This Defigd ^i'as Indeed difcovered here at 
- home, by a Perfoo whom every body knows 
to be thc.Crcature of a certain Great Man, ac 
IcaA^ as much noted for his Skill ih Gamirigas 
in Politicks, upon the baft mercenary End of 
gening Mony by Wagers ; which was then fo 
common a Praftice, that I remember a Gentle- 
man in Employment, who having the Curiofity 
to enquire how Wagers went upon the ExcibaKsry 
found fome People, deep iii the Secret, t6"havc 
been concerned in that kind dfTra^ck,asap- 
peared by Frxmiulns named fot Towils,"Vhich 
D on 



no bodf 6ut t&ofe bditnd the Curtain could 
fufped. Howevei', although this Projed had 

' gotten wind by fo fcandalous a Proceeding, 
yet Toahn might probably have been taken, 
if the Emperor had not thought fit, ifl' that 
' very Junducc, to detach twelve or fifteen 
thoufand Men to feize Naples, as an Ehter- 
prize that was more his privat« and imme- 
diate Interelt. But it' was maoifeft that his 
Imperial Majefty had no mind to fee. Toulon 
in rofTedion of the AiUesj fof even with 
thefc Difcouragemcnts the Attempt might 

' have yet fucceeded, if Prince Eugene had not 
thought fie to oppofe it ; which cannot be 
imputed #a his own Judgment, but to fome 
Politick Reafons of his Court, The Duke pf 
Savoj -wzs for attacking the Enemy, as loon 
as our Army arrived \ but when the Mare- 
fchal de Thjfe*s Troops were all come up, to 
pretend, to befiege the Place, in the Condition 
we were at that time, was a Farce and a Jeft. 
Had Toulon fallen then into our Hands, the 
Maritime Power of Fraaee would, in a great 
meafufe, have been deftroyed. 

But a much greater Inflance than either 
of the foregoing , how Utile the Emperor 
regarded Us or Our Quarrel , after all we 
had done to iave his Imperial Crown, and ?o 
affqrt the Title of his Brother to the Monar- 
chy of 6^«», may be brought from the Pro- 
ceedings of that Court not many Months ^o. 
It was judged, that a War carried on upon the 
fide of Italy, qfould caufe a g^eax Diverfioo of 

the 
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the French Forces, wound them in a very 
' lender Part, aAd faeilitdce cHe I^rogrefs of our 
-Arms in Sfaiti^ ts well as Hxnders. It was 

propofed to the Duke of Swej to make this 

* Oiverfioni and not only a Divcrfibn-diiring 
tftc Summer, but the Winter too, by taking 

• Quarters on this fide of the Hills. Only in or- 
'der to make htm willing and able to perfonn 
■this Work, two Points were to be fettled. Firft, 

It was neceifary to end the Dlfpute between the 
■ Imperial Court.and hisRoyal Highnefs ; which 
bad no other Foundation, than the Emperor's 
refufing to make good fome Articles of that 
"Tfeaty, on the Faith of which the I>uke en- 
gaged in the prefent War, and for the Exe* 
•cution whereof BrtUM and HcBAad beamc 
Guarantees, at the Requeft of the late Em- 
peror Leopold. To remove this Difficulty, 
the Earl of Peterhrow was dilpacched to yi- 
/««, got over fome pare of thofe Difputes,' to 
the Satisfa£)^on of the Duke of Smvoj, and 
'had put the reft in a fair way of being ac- 
comodated, at the time the Emperor Jofefh 
died. Upon which great Event, -the Duke 
of Ssv0j took" the Reibiution of putting him- 
ftlf immediately at the Head of -the Army, 
■though the whole Matetr was not finiftfcd, 
iince the Common Caufe required his Aifi- 
" ftance ; and that until a new Eoiperor were 
Elefted, it was impoffible to make good the 
'Treaty to Him. In order to enable him, 
ithe^only thing he asked was, that he ftiou^d 
'bt. reinforced b^ the Imperial Court wiih

ftance; -to, the Ru;in of a .Projeft thatwouW 
have more terrified Ff*we, and caufed agrea- 
. ter Diverfipfl of their Forces, than a much 
. more numerous- Army in any -other Part. 
Thus, for want of eight Thoufand Men^ for 
-. wbofe Winter Campaign the Queep was wil- 
: ling to give forty Thoufand Pounds; and fpr 
. want of executing the Defign I lately mcn- 
' cioned, of hindring the Enemy from ere£);ii^ 
:. Magazines, towards which jHer Majedy w^s 
: ready, not, only to bear Het own ProportioDi

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put a Share qf . that which the States were 
pbligedto, ourHopcsof taking Winter-Quar-' 
ters jn the Nbith and South Farts of Frtm, 
are eluded, and the War Icit in that Method, 
which is like to .'continue it longeft. Can 
Jhere ao Example be ' given in the whole- 
Courfe of this War, where We have treated- 
f he riettieft Priiice, witli whom we had to deal, 
hi jo contemptuous a manner I Did we ever 
ontje cotifider what we could affiiird,' or" what' 
we wetc obliged to, when'oiir A(fi(tance was. 
defited, even while we lay iindcr immediate 
Apprehenfions of being inyaded ? 
;Vhcn Portugal ams, as a Confederate, into' 
the Grand Alh'ance, it was fiipulaled. That 
the Empire, E/iglindini Holland, Hiould each, 
jnaiqtain Four thoufand Men of their own 
Troops in that Kingdom, and pay between 
them a Mihion of Pattacoons to the King of 
Portugal , for the Support' of Twenty eight 
thoufajid Portoguef^ ', which number of For- 
ty thoufand, yas to be the Coti'federate Ar- 
my againft Spaiti on the Portugal fide. This 
Treaty was ratified, by all the Thtce Powers^ 
But in a Qiort time after, the EmperQr de- 
clared bimfelf unable to comply with his. part 
of the. Agreepienr, and fo left the Two thirds 
upon. Us J who very generoudy undertoolt 
(hat Burthen, and at the fame time Two 
Thirds of the Subfidies for Maintenance of 
'jthe Portugaexe Troops. Bilt neither is this 
the' wo,rft Part of the Story : For, although 
j^I^e Pouh did indeed fend their own P4rtir 
.', .' ■ ■ D 'J ■ ticulat 
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cular Quota of Four thouland Men to Poriugd^ 
(which however they would not agree to, 
but upon Condition, that the other Two. 
thirds fhould be fupplied by us;) yet they, 
never took care to recruit them : For in the. 
Year 1706. the Portugueze^ Britijb and Dutch 
Forces, having marched with the E. of G- — y^ 
into Cafiile\ and by the noble Condud of that 
General, being forced to retire into t^deaeU^ it 
was found neceiTary to raife a new Army on 
the Portugal fide ; where the Queen hath, at 
feveral; times, encreafed Her Eftablilbment 
to Ten thoufand fi've hundred Men, and the 
Datch never re-placed one fingle Man, nor paid 
one Penny of their Subfidies to Portugal in fix 
Years. . 

The Spanijh Army on the fide of CttdoaU 
is, or ought to be, about Fifty thoufand'Men 
(exclufive of Porti^di): And here the War 
hath been carried on almoft entirely at our 
Coft. For this whole Army is paid by the 
Queen, excepting only feven Battalions arid 
fourteen Squadrons of Dutcf} and PaUtines ^ 
and even Fifteen hundred of thefe arc Hkfr. 
wife in our Pay j befides the Sums given to 
King. Charles for Subfidies and the Maintenance 
of his Court, Neither are our Troops at G*- 
br altar included within this number. And fur- 
ther, we alone have been at all the Ch^i'g^ ^ 
TranfportiDg the Forces firft lent from Gtnosto 
BATceloKs ; and of all the Imperial Recruits froiA 
time to time : Arid have tikewife paid vaft Sum^ 
BSLevy-Mohy, for every individual Man and 

Horft 
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Horft To furolfhed to Rbcruka thd'the Hor&s 
were f^arcie worth the Price of Tranfpoitation. 
But thU hath been almoft the conftant Mif- 
fercune of <our Fleet, during the prefene War ; 
ioftea^ of being employed on foipe Enterprize 
for the Good of the Naiioii, or evea for the Pro- 
te£lioa of our Trade, to be wholly taken up 
ia Tranfporting Soldiers. 

We have auually Conquered all BtivitU^ 
Vifi jiuihur^^ Liaddu^ and a great part <rf. 
Mfdctf for the Emperor : And by the Troops 
we have furniflied, the Armies we have paid, 
and the DtverHons we have given p the 
Enemies Forces, have chiefly coptributeff to 
the Conquefts of MfUn, MsntuA and Mirtm- 
doU^ and to the Recovery of the Dutchy of 
Modtna. The laft Emperor drained the Wealth 
of thofe Countries into his own Coffers, with- 
out eqcreafing his Troops againft FrAnte by 
fuch mighty Acquifitions, or yielding to the 
moft reafopable Requefh we have made. 

0& the many Towns we have taken for 
the Dutch, we have confented, by the Barrier- 
Treaty, that all tho& whicli were not in Pof- 
feflion of SfatM, Dpoa the Death of the late 
Ca(holick King, fhall be part of the Stdtes 
Domiaioas, urn that they Oiall have the Mi- 
litary Power in the mo^ cooHderable of the 
reft i which is, in efied, to be the aUblute 
Sovereigns of ^e whola And the HolUnders 
have already made fuch good ule of their 

Time, that, in Conjuaaioa with our G 1^ 

t^e ^^preifionfi of Fisoderj are much greater 
than ever.

herci have p^petUalJy .importnned the Court 
with, unreafonable.

Fo* jbofe Demands were always, backed 
with a Threat to recall iheir: Soldiers, which 
was a Thing not to be heard of, becaufc.it 
might DffeontMt the Dutch. In the meaa 
time- thofe Princes never fent their Contin- 
gent -to the Emperor, as by the Laws of the 
Empire they are obliged to do, but gave for . 
their Excufe, that we had already hired all 
tbey could fpare. ' 

BUT ifall this be true: If, according to 
what I have a^rmed, we began this War 
contrary to Reafon: If, as; the other Party: 
themielves,'upon all Occ^Hons, acknowledge, 
the'Succefs.we haVe had wa? more; than we 

coulrf . 
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could reafonably exped: If, after aU our 
Siiccefs,' we have noc made that ufe of it, 
which in Reafon we ought to havedoiK: 
If we ha^ made weak- and fpolifb Bar* 
gains' with our Allies, fu^red-them tamely 
to break every Anicle, even in thoie Bargains 
to our' Difadvaotage, and allowed them to ' 
treat us witb Infolence and Contempt, at ' 
the very Jn&:iLDt when We were gaining 
Towns, Pt-oviflces and Kingdoms for them, 
ai the Pi-icfrof our Ruin, and without any 
Pfofoeft oSlacerc^ to our felresf If we have " 
Mnuimedall ptir Strength in attacl^ing the 
Enemy on the Pronged fide^ where (as the 
old Duke oi Sihomterg exprelTed it) to e)ig^8 
vith France, tvas to tgke a Bull iy the HoTns 3 
and left whotTy unattempted, that part of 
the War, which could only enable us to co»> 
tinue or to end it. If ail this, I fay, be 
our Cafe, it is a very obvious Queftion to 
as\, by what Motives, or what Manage- 
ment, we are thus become the Duffs.anA 
Bukyies of Earofe ? Sure it cannot be ow- 
ing to to the Stupidity arifing from the celd- 
iiefs of our Climate, Once thofe aipong our 
Allies, who have given us roofl Reafon to 
complain, are as far removed from the Sun as 
our felvcs. 

If in laying open the real Caufes of our 
prefent Mifery, I am forced to fpeak with 
fome Freedom, I think -it will require no ' 
A{tQl<^y ; Reputation is the fmallelt Sacl-i- 
iice Thofe can make us^ who bave \jfiGa the 

In- 
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Inftruments of our Rom ; becaiife It is That; 
for whicli in all iS'obability they have the 
iea ft Value: So tHat In ' exp<^ng the Aftt- 
ons of foch Perlbns, I cannot be faid,' pro- 
perly: fpcaking^ to da th^rn aa Injufy:- But 
as it win be fotne'SJitisfaaion to the PtopfCj 
to know by whom they have been fQ long 
abufed ; fo it may be of great u(i! to \h 
and our Pofterity, not to truft the Safety 
of their Country in the Hands of thofe, who 
aG byfach Principles, and from fuch Motives. 
I have already obfcrvcd, that when th* 
Counfels of this War wer^ -diebated in the late 

King^ Timq, my Lord G was then fo 

averle from entring into it, that he rather 
cbofe to give up his Employment, and teU the 
King he could ferve Him no longer. Upon 
that Prince's Deathj althtnigh the Grounds of 
our Quarrel with Fr*nee had received no man- 
ner, of Addition, yet this Lord thought fit to 
alter his Sentiments; for the Scene was quite 
changed ; his Lordfhip, and the Family with 
whom be was engaged by fo complicated an 
Alliance, were in the higheft Credit poflible 
with the Q — a: The Treafurer's Staff was 
ready for hlsltordfliip, the Duke was to Com- 
mand the Army, and the DutcheHi, by her 
Employments, and the I^avour fhe was pof- 
■felfcd of, to be always neareft Her Majefty*s 
Ferfbn; by which the whole Power, at Home 
-and Abroad, would be devolved upon that 
Family. This was a Profpeft fo very invi- 
tingj that, t9 confefs the Truth, it could not

. iaft^ among.whom-feveral werePerfons of rbc 
greatefl: Merjt^ Quality , and Coiifequencfi, 
we« not able to endure the many Inrtaoces 
of rride^, Infuleace, Avarice* and Ambitioo, 
which thofe Favourites began fo early tOidit 
.cover, nor to fee chem prefuming to be tlje 
ible Difpenfp/s of the Royal Favour.

Power, and 
wer«, foon crufhed under ,it. Fpr, .tlwfe in, 
, Poffeflion finding theycould. never, be quipc' 
in tbeir Ufurpations, while, others had an»y . 
Credit^ who were' at leaft upon ij\ equat . 
' _ Foot 
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Foot of Merit, bigan to njatc Overtures to 
thedifcarded iVhigSj who would be content 
with any Terms of Accomodation. Thus 
commenced this- Solemn League, attd Covenant, 
which hath ever fi nee been cultivated with 
fo much Application. The great Traders in 

' Mony were wholly devoted to the f0>igs^ who 
bad firft raifed them. The Army, the Court, 
and- the Treafurjr, continued under the old 
Def^otick Admipiftration : The Whigs were 
recci*ed into Employment , left to manage 
the Parliament, cry down the Landed Inte- 
reft, and worry the Church. Mean time, oui* 
Allies; who were not ignorant, that all this 
artificial Scrufture had no true Foundation in 
the Hearts. of the People, refolved to make 
their beft ufe of it, as long as it Ihould laft. 
And the General's Credit being raifed to a 
great heighi: at home, by our Succefs in FUn- 
4efSy the Dutch began their gradual Imppfiti- 
0ns ; leflening their Quota's, breafcing their 
Stipulations, Garrifoning the Towns we took 
for them,, without fupplying their Troops; 
with many other Infringements; All which 
we s^'e^e forced to fubmit to, becaufe the Ge- 
neral was tnidi tufie ; becaufe the Monied 
Men at home were fond of the;War; becaufe 
the . ff A/^> were not yet firmly fettled ; ■ ^'nd 
|>eca«fe- ' that exorbitant degree of .Power, 
•which. was built .upon a fuppofcd..Necci1ity of 
employing particular Ferfons, wouI<J go off in 

, a Peace. ' It is necdicfs to add; that th^ Em- 
■ ' ' - •--•■: pcror, 
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peror, and other Princes,' followed tMI Exam- 
ple of the Duteb^zaA fucceeded as well, for 
the fame Reafons. 

I have here impUted the Continuance of the 
War to the mutual Indulgence between oor 
General and Allies, wherein they both fo wdl 
found their Accounts i to the Fears bf the 
Ma/ty-chdn^ers, left their Ta^ies' fi/oa/d he over- 
■ thrown \. to the^efigns of the Whigs^ who ap- 
prehended the Lofs of their Credit and Em- 
ployments in a Peace \ and to thofe at home, 
who liold their immoderate EngrolTments hi 
Power and Bivour, by no other Tenure,, thao 
their own Prefumption Upon the Neceflity of 
Affairs. The Truth of this will appear indiP 
putable, by confldering with, what Unanimity 
and Concert thefe feveral Parties afted to- 
wards that great End. 

When the Vote pafled in the Houfe of 
Lords, againft any Peace without, Sfsin be- 
ihg reftored to the JuJirUn 'Family j the Earl 
of l^r ,j told the Houfe, That it was in- 
deed impoSible arid impraQicable to reco- 
ver Sp4t» ; but however , there were eer- 
• uitt Reafons J why fuch a Vote fliould be 
made at that timej- which Reaibns wanted 
no" Explanation : .For the General and the 
Aliniftry having refufed to accept very Ad- 
vantagious Offers of a Peace, alter the Bat- 
tle oC RameiUeSj were forced to take in a 
Set of Men, with a previous,^ Bargain, .to* 
skreen them, from the Confcnuences of that

But furdy there is fome 
Meafure to be obferved in this: Thofe who 
have defended tlie Proceedings of our Ne- 
gotiators at Gertrajde/thurg, dwell very much 
upon their Zeal and Patience , . in endea- 
vouring to work the French up to their De- 
mands, but lay nothing to jufti^ thofe De- 
mands, or ^le Probability, that trance would 
ever accept them. Some of the Prelimina- 
ry Articles were fo very Extravagant, that 
in all Human Probabiiicy we could not liave 
obtained tliem by a fuccefsful War of forty 
Years. One of them was inconfifteat with 
common Reafon; wherein the Confederates 
referved to themfelves full Liberty of demand- 
ing, what further Conditions they fhoutd think" ' 
. fit ; and in the mean time, Frdtace was to de- 
liver up levefal of their ftrongeft Towns in a 
Month. Thefe Articles were very ' gravdy 
Signed by our Plenipotentiaries, and uiofe c£ 
Bo/Undy but not by tlip French, though it^ 
" ought to have been done interchangeably ; nay 
they were brought over by tlie Secretary: of 
the AmbalTy ; and theMiniftcrs here prevailed^ 
on the Qiwen to execute a Ratification of Ar-

What could be the Defign of all this Gri- 
mace» but to amule the People , and raiie 
StocI« for tlieir. Friends in the Secret, to Sell 
to Advantage? I liave too great a Refpeft 
for the Abilities of thofe, who afted in this 
Negotiation, to believe they hoped for any 
'Other Iffue from it, than wliat we found by 
■the Eveiit. Give me leave to fuppofe tlie con- 
tiniunCe of tlie War was the Thing, at Heart, 
among thofe in Powet, both Abroad, .and at 
Home,, and then I can eafily fhew theCon- 
fiftency of their Proceedings ; otherwife they 
are wholly unaccountable and abfurd. Dia 
thoic, who infilled on fuch wild Demands, ever 
finccrdy. intend a Peace? Did they really think 
that going on with the War was more eligi- 
ble for their Country, than the leaft Abate-" 
mefitof thofe Conditions? Was the fmalleft^ 
of them worth Six Millions a Year, and onj 
-"Hundred thouland. Men's Lives ? Was tliere-. 
,4 no 
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no way to provide for tlie ^feiy of Britain, 
or the Setlarity of its Trade, but by the 
fheaeh Kin^ turning liis own Arms to beat 
his Graiidfort o^ut of 6paw ? If thafe able Stacef- 
men were fo triily concerned for <yai: Trade, 
which they- made ttie Pretence -of 'tiie War's 
Beginning, as wfcU as Contihrnnfc^ wHy did 
they fo negleft- it in ' thofe very Preliminaries, 
where tlw Enemy made fo tiKiny Concefiipns, 
and Avhere alt that related to the Advantage 
of Holkitdi or -the other Confederates , was ■ 
exprefly fettled ? But whatever concerned us,, 
was to be bft to' a general Treaty ; no Tariff 
agreed on with ¥rame or x\.^LowC<>untrteSj only 
tne Scheldt was to remain ftiut, which ruins 
cor Commerce .^with Antnerf. Our Trade 
with Spam was referred the feme way ; but 
this they will pretend to be of no Confequeiice, 
becaufe diat Kingdom was' to be under the 
Houfe of -Aupna\ and weliad already made 
aTreaty vi'ith King Charte;,' I have indeed 
heard of a Treaty made by Mr. St^t^ope^

of it is entirely Joft to us,. Scattered in Htttai, 
Grrmuej, and Sftm ) and the Landed-Men, 
who now pay the Ihtereft, nkuft at littpay 
the Principal. . ' -■ ^ 

FOURTHLY, Thole who are, attitift 
any Peace without Sfuii,have, I Mubt, 
been ill- informed, as to the low Condition of 
trami, and the mighty Confequencts of our 
Succclfes.: As to the firft, it muft- Ije confef- 
fed, that after the Battle of Rnmlliii- the 
i-rmcA were fodifcoUraged with their frequent 
Loffts , . aiid fo impatient- for a Peace , that 

their 
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itheir King was refotved to comply on any 
reafonable Tenfts. ' But when his Subjefts 
were informed of our exorbitant Demands, 
they grew jeal.dus of his Honour, and were, 
unanimous to affift him in continuing the 
War at any hazard, rather than fubmic. This . 
foBy Teftored his Authority ; and the' Supplies 
he hath received from the Sftn'tjb Wejl-lndtes^ 
which in alt are computed, tince the War, to 
aitiount to Four hundred Millions . of Livres, 
(and all in S^ecii) have enabled him to pay his 
Troops, ^fldes, the Money is fpent in his 
own Country i and he hath fince waged War 
in the moft ihrrtVy mannei*, by acting on the 
Defcnfive, compounding with ub every Cam- 
paign for 8 Town, which cofts us fifty times 
more thin it is worthy either as to the Value, 
or the Confeqiiences. Then he is at no Charge 
of jiFlect, furthisr than providing Privateers, 
wherewith his Subjefts carry on a Piratical 
War at their own Expence, and he Chares in 
the Profit; which hath been very con fiderable 
to Frinctf and of infinite Difadvantage to us, 
not only by the perpetual Loffes we have fuf- 
fered to an immenfe. Value, but by the ge- 
neral Dilcouragement of Trade, on which we 
ft) much depend. All this conCdered, with 
the Circumftances of that Government, where 
the Prince is Maftcf of the Lives and For- 
tunes of fo mighty a Kingdom, fliews that 
Monarch to be not fb funk in his Affairs, asi 
we have imagined, and have long flattered' 
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Ourfclveswith theHop^pf. For an abfolotc 
Governmeot may endure a Jong War, but it 
hath generaHy been ruinbu^ ico Free Countriesr

In that War of Ten Years, under the late 
King, when our Commanders and Soldiers 
were raw and unexperiened, in compariibn of 
what they are at prelent, we loft Battles and 
Towns, as well as we gained them of late, 
fince tbofe Gentlemen have better learned their 
Tr'ade ; yet we bore up then, as the French 
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do now : Nor was there any thing deciUve in 
their Succefles : They grew weary, as well as 
we, and at laft confented to a Peace, under 
which we might have been happy enough, 
if it had 'hot beert followed by that wife 
Trestj of FAftitiofty which revived the Flame, 
chat hath lafled ever fince. I fee nothing elfe 
in the modern way of making War, but that 
the Side, which can hold outlongeft', will end 
it with mod: Advantage. In fuch a clofe 
Country as FUnders^ where it is carried on 
by Sieges, the Army, that a3s ofTcnfively, is 
at a much greater Expence of Men and Mo-- 
ny ; and there is hardly a Town taken in th^ 
coihmo'a Forms, ' where' the Belie^rs have 
hot the worfe" of the Bargain. I never ycc 
knew'a Soldier, who would not affirm; That 
Sny.T6wrn might be Taken, if you were con- 
tenctb 'fe'at thfi Charge. If you will count 
tipoA facrificing ib much Blood and Treafure, 
the Veil is all a regular, eftablilhed Method, 
Which cannot fail. ■ When the King of Franesy ■ 
in the, Times of his Grandeur, fet down be- 
fore a ^T own, his, Generals and Engineers 
would often fix the Diy when it fhould Sur- 
render.' .The Eneqiy, fenfibleofall this, hath 
.for fdm'e Years paft avoided a Battle, where 
(le^ath fo ill fucceeded, and taken a furer way 
to confume us, by letting our Courage evapo- 
rate againft Stones and Rubbilb, and facrificing 
a firigle Town to a Campaign, which he can 
fo much beticr afford to Lofe, than we to Take. 
•' ' LAST- 
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LASTLY, Thofe who are fo violent* 
agA\ai\ M9J Pe^fe, without £/wi/> being rellored 
to ths, Hpuie.of 4«firidy have oot, I Relieve, 
caft t.b«if Eye upon * Cloud gathering \r\ the 
NorihyWhicbwe have helped to raife, and nuy 
qaiekly |>reak in a Stprn^ upon our Beads. 

The Northern War hath b?en on Foot^ al- 
moft cv«r finpe our Bc«ach with Frwfi ; The 
Succftfsof it various; but ope £ffe£l .to be ap- 
prehended was always the laniQi chat fooner or 
later it would involve us m its Confequeoces» 
and thaty whenever this happened, let our Sue- 
<:crs be aev9r fo great agabu Prame^ from that 
^njy^nt Fraitei would ^ve the Advantage. 

By owe Guaranty of the Treaty ofTravf/r- 
dsU^ we were abided to hinder the King of 
Deamtrh from engaging in a War with Stfedea. 
It was at that time underjiood by all parties,, 
and fo declared, even by the Brittpt lAmiiers, 
that this Engagement efpecially regarded Pen- 
mdfk^i oot.aflifting King Jugaflas. But, how-r 
• ever« if this had not been fo, yet our Obliga- 
tion <o Sneiit» flood in Force, by virtue of for- 
mer Treaties with that Crown, wki'ch were 
all reviveid and confirmed by a fubfe^uent one^ 
cooeluded at the N^ue by Sir Jofeph lV$Jlfiattfotf 
9»d ^onfieur LiUenraoty about the latter end 
. <)f the late King's Reign. 

However, the War in the North proceeded, 
and uir not aflifting Suederi, was at lealf as 
wdl excufed bv the War, which we were en-. 
cap^Ied if\, as nis not contributing hisCotitin* 

gent 
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gent tb *he EhiFnrt, whePeof he is a Member, 
was txcufed by the Preffutes he lay under, 
faaving a Confeoeracy to deal with. 

^ this War th© King of Saedfii was Viflo- 
rioBs; wid what Dtfiigers were we not then 
«xpofed 4o? What Feart were we not in ? He 
Ma4!dwd iACo SMMwr, and if tK had really been 
in ^e FreMck Incereft, might at once have put 
us under the greateft CMm:ulties. But the Tor- 
Teat twiitd another way, and be contented 
himrelf witti knpclmg on his Enemy the Trea- 
ty of Ait Rapddt i by which King Jagufim 
makes an abfblote Ceffion of tlie Crown <^ 
Poltnd^ renounces any Title to it, acknow- 
ledges StMnifldm; and then, both be and the 
King-Oif Saedea, join in defiring the Guaranty 
of £>gA«rf and HoXsiul. The Q, — n did, in- 
deed, not give this Guaranty in Form ; but, 
as a Step towards it, the Title of /O"^ was gi- 
ven to Sunijlaus, by -a Letter from Her Maje- 
fly; and the fti'ongeft Affuranccs were made 
to the Suedi/b Minifter, in Her Majefty*s Name 
and in a Committee of Council, that the Gua- 
ranty Ihould fpeedily be granted ; and that in 
the mean white, it was the fame thing as if the 
Forms were pafl*ed. 

In 1708, King ^ff^tfflfAa- made theCampaign 
in Vldfiders ; what Meafurcs he might at that 
time take, or oi mhat Nature the Argaments 
might be that he made ufe of, is not known: 
But immediately after he- breaks through all fie 
had done, marches into PoUniy and re-alTumes 
the Crown. After 
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After this we apprehended, that the Peace 
of the Empire might be endangered ; .and 
therefore entered into an A£l of> Quaraflty 
for the Neutrality of it. I'he King,^f ;Stfr<^s 
refufed, upon feveral Accounts, to iUbipit: no 
the Terms of this Treaty; perticidariy, be- 
caufe we went out; of t{ie Empire to^coy^ Po- 
la»d and JutUnd^ but did not go out c^ it to 
cover the Territories of Sueden. 

Let us therefore confider, what is.our Cafe , 
at prefent. If the King oiSuedtntttMta^t and 
gets the better, he will think htrnfelf under na 
Obligation of having any Regard to the In- 
terests of the Allies ; but will naturally purfue, 
according to his own Expreflion, Hit Extity, 
wherever he fisds bim^ In this Cafe die Corps 
of the Neutrality is obliged to oppofe hini, and 
fo we are engaged In a iecond War, before the , 
firft is ended. 

If the Northern Confederates iucceed againft 
Suedea^ how ihall we be able to preferve the Ba- 
lance of Power in the North, fo efTenttal to our 
Trade, as well as in many other Refpefis i* 
What will become of that great Support of 
the Protefitnt Imterejl in Germsnjy which is the , 
Footing that the Suedes now have in the Em- 
pire? 0% whp Ihall anfwer that thtfe Princes, 
after they have fettled the North to their 
Aiinds, may not take a fancy to look Sputh- 
ward, and make our Peace with Frtiett accor* 
ding to (beir pwn Scheme^?

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And lately, if the King of Vrufft*^ the Ele- 
dorof HAnvtHty and other Princes whofe Do- 
minions lie CDntigaous,are forced to draw from 
thofe Armies which aQ; againft frj«ce; we 
mn^ live in hourly Expefbation tof having thofe 
' Tr^ps recalled, which they now leave with 
us ; and this Recal may happen in the midft of 
a Siege^ or on the Eve of a Battel. Is it there- 
fore our Intereft, to toil on in a ruinous War, 
for an impra^lci^bleSnd,, til! one of thefe Ca- 
fes fhall happen,'' or to get under flielter before 
the Storwf 

There is no doubt, but theprefent Miniftry 
(provided theycould-get over the Obligations 
of Hgnofir and Confcieoce) might find cheir 
Advantage in'adviiiag the Continuance of the 
yj^Xf as wellAS tbelaftilid, though not in the 
iaiBo Degree, ftfter the. Kingdom has been fo 
much: exhaufted. They might prolong it till 
the parliament would deOre a Peace ; and in 
the mean time leaye them in full FolTeffion of 
Power. Therefore it is plain, that their Pro- 
ceedings ac prefent, are meant to ferve their 
Country ,dire£lly againft their private Intereft > 
whatever Clamor may be ratfed by thofe, who 
for the vileft Ends, would remove Heaven 
and Earth to oppofe their Meafures. But they 
think it infinitely better, to accept fuch Terms 
as will fecure our Trade, find a fudicient Barri- 
er for the States^ give RtAfondkU SathfAiHon to 
the Emperor, and reftore the Tranquility of 
turoitf though without adding Sfain to tlw
